Hofe who blame Monfieur d@’Opdam 
object, that he ought to have causd 
himfelf to be taken, or kill’d. ‘We may 
be fure they are not hisFriends who make 
this Objection: Let his Enemies then in- 

form us, what Advantage it would have been to 
the State had he been either taken or kill’'d. The 


" Enemy ‘tis true would have triumph’d in taking a 


General, but would the State have gain’d by that ? 

Had Monfieur d’Opdam been at the Head of any 

Troops, in, that cafe we grant he ought to have 

endeavour’d to break through the Enemy, and to 
have perifh’d or open’d himfelf a Paffage with his 
Sword to rejoyn hisArmy.But to have done this with 
25 or 30 Perfons would have argued a ftupid Teme- 
rity, an unfeafonable and ridiculous Bravery, and 

the World would have judg’d he had thrown away 

his Life more like a Man out of his Wits than a 
General. 

If they demand, why Moafieur d’Opdam did nor 

tarry on the Angle of the Digue of Wilmerdonck 

near the Cannon, where he would have run the 

fame Fortune with Monfieur Hop the Treafurer 

General and Collonel Verfchuur, who both retired 

with the Army ; it may be anfwer'd, That Collonel 

Verfchuur by the Duty of his Station. was oblig’d 

not to abandon his Cannon; And Monfieur Hop 

was free either to ftay there or fave himfelf any 

other way, that was a thing indifferent, fur he had 

nothing to do in rhe Battle, no Commands to give,. 
no Duty to difcharge. It was not fo with Monfieur 

d'Opdam ; wneafie and impatient that. no Troops 

could come to him to enable him to fuccour his 
Men who were driven out of Orderen, and that his 
Fime was taken up at a Place where his prefence 
was no longer neceffary, he thought it became him 
torejoyn his Army and put himfelf at the Head of 
the firft Troops he could come at ; and that it was 
not for him, who had the chief Command, to con- 
tinue fix’d to one place, there to expect the Iffue of 
the Fight ; He’ therefore abandon’d Wilmerdonck, 
where his ftay could do no good, to remove fome- 
whither where he judg’d he. might employ bimfelf 
better, Bur becaufe he fail’d of his purpofe, and 
that inftead of recovering his Troops, he fell twice 
into the Enemies hands, this Motion of his, made 
with no other Defign than to perform the pare his 
Character requir’d of him, .is. imputed to him as a 
Crime: he-was feparated from his Army wholly 
againft his will, forc’d: from it in fpite of all thar was 
poilible for him to do ; and yet this muft be con- 
ftrued abandoning ir, and an unavoidable and con- 
ftrain’d Retreat be odioufly mifcall’d a Flight. 

The Officers of the Army commanded by Mon- 
fieur d’Opdam, who are the moft competent Judges 
in this Matter, being inform’d of the Reports that 
Were malicioufly fpread to difcredit him, have de- 


cided in his Favour. Far from being diffaistied wath 


his Condué and Retreat, they again defire to have 
him for their General ; as appears by the following 


Letter.

N.V.Baron de Hompefch, 
Monfieur d’ m had reafon to expect a more 


favourable Cenfure from the Publick. He is def 
cended of a Family which has not contributed lefs 
to the Support than it did to the Eftablifhment of the 
Republick ; and it may with juftice be faid, that the 
Love of his Country and of the Commonwealth was 
infus'd into his Veins with his Blood. As to his own 
Perfon, he has ferv’d the Strate thefe Thirty Years, 
with Honour, both in Civil and Military Employ- 
ments. He has been in feveral Actions as perillous 
as that at Eckeren, and on all occafions given Proofs 
of his Bravery and Courage : It may be added, that 
he gave thofe Proofs under a difcerning Printe,(King 
Wiliam) with whom the leaft fign of Pufillanimity 
had pafs’d for an unpardonable Crime. Yee for all. 
this, on the firft Misfortune (which his Enemies may 
if they pleafe call his Fault) he is allow’d no quarter, 
but an unmerciful Load of Reproach is caft on him. 
The greateft Captains have not only been fometimes 
Unfortunate, but have committed capital Faults ; 
and had their Country or theit Soveraigns treated 
them with this inexorable Rigour, they had de- 


' priv’d themfelves of the Service of their Faithfuleft 


Subjects. It would therefore better become us to 
take part with Monfieur d’Opdam in his generous 
Regret that fatal Neceffity fhould put it out of his 
Power either to Perifh or Conquer with his Army, 
than to treat him injurioufly, for an unhappy Acci- 
dent by which the State has fuffer’d no Damage. 
We are per{waded all judicious and equitable Per- 
fons, will acquit him of the Crime fpitefuily imputed 
to him ; and will notjudge like the Multiude, that 
whoever is Unfortunate is Culpable.
